"However this may be, it could not 
have interfered with the workings of 
the other appliances for stopping tho 
oar Butfioiently to have caused the acci- 
dsntb I further find that had the pilot 
used his brake and his reverse lever, as 
he should have done^ when he saw tho 
car approaching at suuh an unusoal 
speed, the accident could not have oo* 
ourred.
